{cen to the old fathers far off. 
11. S. Paulvvas nota Lord of 
faith, * but atecacher, And 1o he 
Vvas 
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yvas to ſpeak vpon grounds vyhich 
hisenemes could notdeny. And 
he proteſteth he bringeth no nevy 
Principles, That Chiiſt vvastoſuf- 
fer , & being the firſt from the dead 
Should Shevv Light fitothe vyorld: 
this vvas all his difference from rhe 
Scribes. And his Epiſtle to the E- 
brevyes in every membre comba- 
teth vvith the Talmudiqnes: vyhos 
fpeaches yf the Greck fathers had 
knovven, Abrahams Hades had 
not bene thought, one thought in 
joy differing from his Iudaique Pa- 
radiſe: yyherin he vvas equallto 
Angels. 

12. IoſephusBcokfor Abrahis 
boſom in Hades, fathered vpon I1- 
rencus, Juſtine Martyr, & one Ca- 
iusclected Bishop of the Genrils, in 
Photius, sheevveth the Greeks co- 
mon opinion: That they took Ha- 

- des 


des \ the General to Paradiſe 
diſe & Gehenna, Butyyhen they 
feared ſpeaches to Rabbins for the 
thiefes Paradiſe, & hovv the Patri- 
arks had not perfeion vvithout vs. 
yet Theophilact vvreſtleth vvell vp 
ons. Luc. 23. vvith buth poinds. 
But novv 1400. yearcs the Grecks 
haue ſtaggered: Saying vvell aud 
tottering vpon their ovvn ſayings. 

Iz» VVuthout knovvledge of 
Rabbins & Heathen Greeks, none 
can be a fit Bishop to cxpoiid ſoad- 
ly the Ebrevvand the Greck Teſta- 
ment: &to sheyy Conſtantly that 
Hades is the Generall for Heauecn & 
Hell.
